SMALL ARMS, SPECIFICALLY 9 MM BROWNING PISTOLS WHICH WERE 
STOLEN FROM THE BUENOS AIRES PROVINCIAL POLICE. THE GROUP 
ALSO HAS EXPLOSIVES AND THEIR 

MILITARY SPECIALTY IS THE PREPARATION AND PLACEMENT OF BOMBS. 

THEY ARE NOT, HOWEVER, USING AMONAL, THE EXPLOSIVE THE ERP USED

SUBJECT: PLAN OFWERONIST LABOR LEADERS TO LAUNCH A NEW PERO.NIST 


LABOR MOJ/EMENT (MSP) 


SUMMARY: OLD GUARD PERONIST LABOR LEADERS BELIEVE THAT THE 
INTENSE NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT AND LABOR UNIONS OVER; 
THE SENDING OF AN ARGENTINE WORKER DELEGATION TO THE INTERNATIONAL 
LABOR ORGANIZATION ASSEMBLY IN JUNE 1978 STRENGTHENED THE PERONISTS 
TO THE POINT THAT THEY CAN FORMALLY LAUNCH A NEW PERONIST LABOR 
ORGANIZATION. THE PERONISTS BELIEVE THAT THEY OBTAINED IMPORTANT 
CONCESSIONS FROM THE GOVERNMENT IN EXCHANGE FOR ARGENTINE LABOR 
PARTICIPATION IN THE ASSEMBLY. AMONG THESE CONCESSIONS IS A STATE¬ 
MENT BY THE MINISTER OF LABOR THAT LABOR ACTIVITY WILL BE 
NORMALIZED. WHEN NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN THE LABOR UNIONS AND THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOR TEMPORARILY BROKE DOWN, THE OFFICE OF THE ARMY 
1 SECRETARY GENERAL STEPPED IN. END SUMMARY. 
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2. THE INTENSE NEGOTIATIONS AMONG ARGENTINE LABOR 
ORGANIZATIONS, THE MINISTRY OF LABOR AND THE ARMY GENERAL STAFF
